WELLSBURG, W. Va., July 17—A 


mine war is raging at Cliftonviile. W. 
Va.. near here today. 
Sheriff H. H. 


Duvall. of this city is dead and at 
9 o'clock this morning the casualties 
•were listed at 13 with fighting still in 
progress at Cllftonville. where nine 
tipples have been burned. 


State troops arc being rushed from 


all sections of tho state to the scene. 
The mines at Cliftonvllle on what is 
Icnown as the Ferguson lease, are 
operated by the J. C. McKinley inter- 
ests of Wheeling, one of the biggest 
operations in the Panhandle counties 
of West Virgin-la. 


They have been working non-union, 


and while there have been several' 
clashes, nothing of a serious nature, 
until last night. When it is said miners 
attempted to destroy the tipple with i 
dynamite. 
' 


Guards and miners soon were ex- 


changing shots while Sheriff H. H. 
Duvall and deputies were rushed from 
here to the scene. 
Early in the ac- 


tion. Sheriff Duvall was shot and in- 
stantly killed. 


Despite efforts of /the 
defenders, 


the tipple was fired and completely 
destroyed. Aside from Sheriff Duvall, 
the only official among the casualties, 
was Deputy Sheriff Mozingo, of Wells- 
burg, shot thru the jaw. Other casu- 
alties were from the ranks of both 
union and 
non-union 
miners.
